THE WEEKEND IN FRANCE 
The German disaster in western Europe has intensi­ 
fied ov er the week end, both In the Paris theatre and 
in southern France. 
One of the most notable dev elopments is the estab­ 
lishment of a bridg ehead across the Seine at Nantes, 
25 miles nortlnv est of the capital, by one of Patton’s 
armored columns. This was achiev ed while other Am­ 
erican units continued their sweep around the south of 
Paris, thus threatening to flank the nerv e center of 
Europe. 
The cutting of the Seine at Mantes is of v ast im­ 
portance strateg ically . 
It means th at the remnants of 
Nazi Field Marshal Von Klug e's battered 7th army , 
which hav e been retreating toward the Seine from the 
Normandy defeat, are nowr in a hug e bowl-shaped trap 
whose lid is the riv er and a short stretch of cooast 
southwest of the Seine’s mouth. 
The driv e into southern France is g oing supremely 
well. 
The g reat nav al base of Toulon is v irtually sur­ 
rounded by French troops, while American infantry is 
heading into the v alley of the Rhone with the port of 
Marseille only about fifteen miles away on its left. 


A N O T H E R R E A S O N 
Police must prepare for “the bloodiest and most 
costly crime wav e in history ” after the war, Edward J. 
Hick ey , Connecticut state police commissioner, warns, 
with the “ev er-g rowing number of juv enile delinq uents 
g raduating into the criminals of tomorrow.” 
That is a warning which our postwar planners— 
federal, state, local and priv ate—should read and heed.

F the bomb assault on Hitler had represented a large-scale conspiracy 
—if there had been real danger of German officers trying to get rid 
of the Fuehrer—Nazi propaganda would have done everything possible 
to hide such a truly alarming fact from the German population. 
A s a m atter of fact, Hitler w as not in his study a t all when the 
bomb exploded. 
In the complex events in Germahy during the past few weeks, 
there are elements of both a real conspiracy which failed, and a faked 
conspiracy. It all started last June< 
28 with a meeting of high Nazi 
leaders, representatives of the Ger­ 
man armam ent industry and food 
distribution leaders in Berlin. 
A t that time Germany’s m ilitary 
situation looked dark. Cherbourg 
had 
fallen; 
the 
Russians 
were 
breaking through; the Nazis were 
steadily retreating in Italy. 
The 
meeting w as called because of de­ 
mands from the army for more 
weapons and ammunition, and from 
the Party for more food for the 
civilian population. 
All those present were aware 
that it w as impossible to increase 
armam ent production because of 
the shortage of manpower. 
Some­ 
thing new and drastic had to be 
done. Total mobilization was need­ 
ed, though that meant that the 
standard of life in Germany would 
have to be lowered to a point where 
it consisted only of fighting or 
working for the w ar effort every 
w aking minute, with just enough 
food and sleep to keep soldiers and 
workers alive. 
Dr. Goebbels, m aster propagan­ 
dist, knew that to justify the need 
for such great new sacrifices was 
an alm ost impossible task even for 
him. 
He needed to devise a shock 
treatm ent which would make the 
bomb-stunned German people ac­ 
cept the new sacrifices of total 
mobilization. 
He recalled two oth­ 
er shock treatm ents which had 
worked well in the p ast: the Reich­ 
sta g Fire and the Blood Purge. 
Both disasters had united or re­ 
united the people behind Hitler. 
The new crisis, however, required 
something even stronger. The only 
thing that seemed to qualify was 
a miracle, and on July 26, after 
the shock treatm ent had been ap­ 
plied, Goebbels told the German 
people: 
“I can only say that, if 
the salvation of the Fuehrer from 
extreme danger to his life was no 
miracle, then there just are no 
miracles at all.” 
But did Goebbels creatp out of 
nothing 
the

Hitler, complete with bomb a s­ 
sau lt? 
The answer to this is No! 
There w as a conspiracy in expect­ 
ance, or rather there were ele­ 
ments of a conspiracy.

The German disaster in western Europe has intensi­ 
fied over the weekend, both In the Pans theatre and 
in southern France. 
One of the most notable developments is the estab­ 
lishment of a bridgehead across the Seine at Nantes, 
25 miles northwest of the capital, by one of Patton’s 
armored columns. 
This was achieved while other Am­ 
erican units continued their sweep around the south of 
Paris, thus threatening to flank the nerve center of 
Europe. 
The cutting of the Seine at Mantes is of vast im­ 
portance strategically. 
It means that the remnants of 
Nazi Field Marshal Von Kluge’s battered 7th army, 
which have been retreating toward the Seine from the 
Normandy defeat, are now in a hug* bowl-shaped trap 
whose lid is the river and a short stretch of cooast 
southwest of the Seine’s mouth.

Total mobilization was need­ 
ed, though that meant that the 
standard of life in Germany would 
have to be lowered to a point where 
it consisted only of fighting or 
working for the war effort every 
waking minute, with just enough 
food and sleep to keep soldiers and 
workers alive. 
Dr. Goebbels, m aster propagan­ 
dist, knew that to justify the need 
for such great new sacrifices was 
an almost impossible task even for 
him. He needed to devise a shock 
treatm ent which would make the 
bomb-stunned German people ac­ 
cept the new sacrifices of total 
mobilization. He recalled two oth­ 
er shock treatm ents which had 
worked well in the past: the Reich­ 
stag Fire and the Blood Purge. 
Both disasters had united or re­ 
united the people behind Hitler. 
The new crisis, however, required 
something even stronger. The only 11 
thing th at seemed to qualify was 
a miracle, and on July 26, after 
the shock treatm ent had been ap­ 
plied, Goebbels told the German 
people: 
“I can only say that, if | 
the salvation of the Fuehrer from 
extreme danger to his life was no 
miracle, then there just are no 
miracles a t all.” 
But did Goebbels create out of

There was a conspiracy in expect­ 
ance, or rather there were ele­ 
ments of a conspiracy.

Milkweed Pods 
to Be Picked By 
School Pupils 


When H. L. Blair, county sup­ 
erintendent of schools issues his j 
first fall bulletin on Septem ber I, i 
all teachers in the county will have 
special 
attention 
called to an ­ 
nouncem ent 
th a t 
Pennsylvania 
school children have been asked to 
assist with the collection of m ilk­ 
weed pods “seriously needed in tile 
production of life preserver pack­ 
ets and aviators’ suits because of 
its buoyancy”. 
All farm ers, owners of woodlots, 
township road arid state highw ay 
w orkers have been urged to re­ 
frain from cutting milkweed along 
the highways, allowing the pods 
to m ature so the floss m ay be 
gathered. 
It is stated th at this floss is used 
as a substitute for kapok, now 
controlled by the Japanese, and 
th a t millions of pounds m ust ba 
collected in the United S tates in 
the next two m onths. 
In addition to school children. 
Boy Scouts. Girl Scouts and other 
interested organizations are asked 
to assist in carrying out this pro­ 
ject. 
R ural sections of W arren coun­ 
ty have m any milkweed patches , 
and the grow th is said to be p a r - ' 
ticularly good this season. 
Pods 
m ust be picked a t just the proper 
time, th at is. when the seeds sta rt 
to turn brown and a few of the 
pods sta rt to open. 
The pods are then hung up to 
dry in open mesh bags like onion 
sacks and are dried for several 
weeks. 
The best season 
in

county seem s to be between Sep- j 
tem ber I and 15 and it is expect- j 
ed the mesh bags will be here for 
distribution to teachers and other 
county leaders by th a t time.
